2 COLORED DOTS 
SHOOT OP TOWN 


They Killed Five People and 


Are Lynched. 


SHERIFF 
AMONG THE 
OEAD 


Two 
drug 
crazed 
colored 
boys, 
brothers, began a reign of murder in 
Harriston, Miss., that ended only af­ 
ter three white men, three colored 
men and a colored woman had been 
killed, several persons wounded and 
two boys lynched. 


A serious clash between the races 
was prevented by the arrival on a spe­ 
cial train of a company of national 
guardsmen from Natchez. 


The dead are: Sheriff G. B. Ham­ 
mett, former Constable Frank Keinst- 
ly, Claude Freeman, Johanna Aiken, 
Tom Weeks, Jesse Thompson, Thead 
Grayson. | 


W alter and Will Jones, lynched. 
The shooting was started by Walter 
Jones, twenty years old, in the colored 
quarter, where the colored woman and 
Thead Grayson were shot and killed. 
Walter then went to the home of his 
mother and aroused his eighteen-year- 
old brother. Together they proceeded 
through the main street of the little 
town, firing at everyone in sight. 


The two boys went to the home of 
former Constable Frank Keinstly, and 
when he responded to their call to 
come out he was shot through the head 
by W alter Jones. 
Keinstly’s son Wil 
liam saw his father fall and reached 
for a gun, but before he could fire he 
received a bullet in one of his hands. 


The Yazoo & Mississippi Valley de­ 
pot is near the Keinstly home, and the 
two colored youths walked in that di­ 
rection. 
A train had 
arrived from 
Natchez just a few moments before, 
and 
Conductor E. n. 
\ 
was 


standing at the station talk in ; *o Flag­ 
man W. C. Bond. Without warning the 
two boys fired on them and both fell. 
Then the boys directedvtheir lire at 
Clawde Freeman, who was waiMng for 
a trnin to take him to his I'on^e at 
Fayoife, Miss. He was instantly killed. 
The negroes then fired int.» :h Q train, 
terrorizing the passengers. 


With the blood lust at the highest 
pitch, the two youths made their way 
to a cottonseod house nearby. 


Frightened citizens by this time had 
gathered their wits together and tele­ 
phoned for Sheriff Heramett, at Fay- 
ettte. Summoning former Sheriff Gillis 
to accompany him, Hammett started 
for Harriston on horseback. 


A small crowd of men wore firing 
into the seed house, but no one had 
ventured to lead the posse to the place. 
Taking a few men with him Sheriff 
Hammett, heavily armed, started to­ 
wards the seed house, whereupon Wal­ 
ter .Tones went to the tall grass near­ 
by and as T*Tnmmett approached the 
c o lo rs 
fired, k^ling him instant­ 
ly 
from thij seed house brought 
r* 
n (¿»Ills, 


Mnrtinr his hiding place too precar- 
s. Will .Tones started to run towards 


0 coal chute nearby, but had gone only 
a few steps when a bullet ended his 
life. A rope was placed around the 
body. It was strung up to a telegraph 
pole near rhe station and became a 
target for everyone not shooting at the 
seed house. 


Soon after Will Jones was killed. 
W alter Jones picked Tom Weeks, col 
ored, off ih- coal chute by his deadly 
aim. Weeks fell to tre ground dead. 


Not long after Woe’is was killed the 
spec;«] 
f ^ in 
hearing the Natchez 
guardsmen airived. While the soldiers 
were defraying the crowd rushed the 
seed house. 


Not a shot greeted them, and as the 
leaders wont into the place with drawn 
weapons they found Walter Jones com­ 
pletely unnerved but not injured. They 
quickly plarsd a rope around his neck 
and rushed him to the coal chute. Ai 
the captive was drawn up the rope 
broke 
and he fell 
heavily to the 
ground. 


Not a word or act of protest came 
from Jones when a larger rope was 
drawn around his neck and again he 
was pulled up. A large crowd looked 
on as the drug-saturated body writhed 
until life was exintct. 


500 Flee From Burning Mins. 


Five hundred men and boys were 
rescued from the No. 3 mine of the 
Delaware, 
Lackawanna & 
Western 
company at Wilkes-Barre, Pa., after 
the timbers in the shaft had been fired 
by a carpenter who carelessly dropped 
a lighted match. 


As smoke from the burning timbers 
filled the chambers Jn which the min 
ers and laborers were at work com 
pany officials realized that quick work 
would be necessary to avert a loss oi 
life. Messengers were sent throughout 
the working, ordering men to flee to 
the outlet of No. 3, which leads intt 
the Woodward shaft of the same cum 
pany.

nermost workings, helmet men of the 
first aid corps were sent out to see 
that no one was overcome or that a n j 
of the men were lept behind.

pocket of gas was Ignited. There was 
no explosion, but a flame ivhot up the 
shaft and the carpenters were forced 
to hurry to the surface. The timbers 
for a distance of several hundred feet 
were soon blazing. 


Bandits Hold Up Flyer In Alabama. 
Alabama Great Southern train No. 7, 
from Birmingham to New Orleans, was 
hold up and the mail and express cars 
robbed at Bibbville Siding, three miles 
south of Woodstock, Ala. 


The robbers, both masked, were de­ 
scribed as "mere boys.” 
One report 
has it that they obtained $50,000, al­ 
though the express messenger said 
he thought the losses would be light, 
probably not more than a few hundred 
dollars. 


Three posses started a man hunt 
for the bandits within a few hours af­ 
ter the robbery. Two of these met and 
each mistook the other for the rob­ 
bers. Jam es Bonner, a deputy sherifT, 
of Birmingham, was shot and killed by 
a deputy from Montgomery county in 
the melee that followed before the mis­ 
take was discovered.

EW YORK.—His eyes looked a-s 
if they had been frozen 
in his 
head. 
The board of special in­ 
quiry gazed curiously at the 
boy before them. 
In a small, hot au­ 
dience chamber at Ellis Island it was 
examining Julian Grabowsky, a 
sian stowaway from 
the 
steamship 
Kursk. 
Grabowsky, the frozen-eyed, 
moved not a muscle. 


His immobility was embarrassing. 
Would he but cry or curse or contra­ 
dict himself the keen-eyed men exam­ 
ining him would know how to act. The 
*tory he told seemed straight, obvious­ 
ly true, but the lad's silent acquies­ 
cence to whatever fate had for him 
was a poser. 


Grabowsky’s dignity, the dignity of 
Rtumpy nineteen-year-old tragedy in 
borrowed trousers, never wavered. His 
yellow eyes held neither insolence nor 
fear nor apparent pathos, only 
fa­ 
tigue. 
Behind them his brain, also 
tired, was 
incapable 
of 
connected 
thought. 
Only such vague impres­ 
sions as these passed through: 


Pour rubles, 54 copecs, is the fare 
from Wilna to Libau. 


My mother needs three meals 
a 
4ay. 


Why do you put the ballast room 
mo near the boilers of steamships? 


How long will/they keep me here? 
How could I escape? 
What Is America like? 
When Julian Grabowsky was dis­ 
covered a few weeks ago in the bow­ 
els of the steamship Kursk hiding be­ 
hind a small fort of ballast bags and 
covering an empty water bottle and 
half-devoured canister 
of 
crackers 
with his coat, he had the moment of 
triumph that went from his eyes later 
on. 


Much In His Memory. 


His memory went back to 500 miles 
of gleaming rails that he traveled be­ 
tween the forest-fringed town of Wil- 
na in southwestern Russia and the 
port of Libau. He lived over again his 
(threo weeks' job as stevedore in Li­ 
bau. 
Ho repainted the iron sides of 
the Kursk, as ho had done for eight 
days until he had located the steam­ 
er's food supply and the hiding places 
in its ballast room. 
He crouched be­ 
hind his fortifications again; he heard 
the clamor of casting off; he reuowed 
the shout that he had smothered when 
he felt the iron hull meet the llrst 
deep sea swell. 
^ 


In that long moment the weariness 
of 70 hours spent in the hot darkness 
of his cage near the furnaces vanish­ 
ed; a flash of impudence came into his 
eyes. 


“Well,’* he said in Rusian to the 
chip s captain, ‘'you've found me. Whut 
are you going to do about It?" 


The Kurst >\as three days out at 
eea. 
The steamer had carried him a 
iong way on the voyage to America. 
It looked like a triumph to Julian. 


The captain did about it as he had 
done with dozens of other stowaways. 
Julian GrabowBky did not know it at 
jthe time, but the rule for 
treating 
BtowawayB is as inescapable as the 
rule of three. 
He was washed, fed up 
and allotted to a bunk on the steamer. 
Four days later when the 
steamer 
reached America, he was again wash­ 
ed, fed up, and allotted a hunk a: El­ 
lis Island. 
Then he was quietly led : 
before 
the 
board of inquiry. 
The j 
jj#ubJems of stowaways are daily foud • 
for ’th e board of special inquiry. 


Not Yet Promised Land. 
Grabowsky s look of triumph lied after 
the first interview. 
His past was an­ 
alyzed aud judged by experts. 
The 
possibilities of his future as a self- 


reliant American citizen were weigh­ 
ed by the same experts, to whom 
Grabowsky wras only the last comer in 
a long procession of stowaways. 


On one hand lay the freedom 
to 
walk through the forest of skyscrapers 
that Is visible from the iron-barred 
Ellis Island window—on to whatever 
lay beyond for Grabowsky. 
On the 
other, the freedom 
to 
ride 
safely 
back to the port of Libau, whence he 
came. 


The lad waited for two long weeks 
In the detention ward of Ellis Is­ 
land after he had told his story to 
the board. 
T\vice he was refused ad­ 
mittance, and each time his case was 
appealed to a higher authority by the 
Russian society, which looks after its 
own in this country, with unexampled 
care, well knowing 
.in 
what 
sore 
straits thousands of Russiaus leave 
the fatherland. 
On August 8 the 
answer camo Jn one word: “Admit­ 
ted." 
His mother's sIster'B husband's 
brother—a remote family connection, 
who knew the Grabowskys only 
by 
name—had refunded his steerage fare 
to the Kursk's purser, and supplied 
the necessary $25 for entrance. Grab* 
owsky left for the home of his bene­ 
factor in Newark the same night. 


Now that the bother that was made 
at the gateway of the Promised Land, 
about the disposition of Urubowsky’s 
short body and his adventurous soul, Is 
over, Ws eyes are no longer frozen. 
The dead look came Into them only 
when the lad heard that, after months 
of blind struggling against odds that 
became greater and greater as he 
wont on, Ills fate still hung i;i the 
balance. 
It was his story of those 
odds, which stood out as unique even 
to ofllcials who untangle strange knots 
in scores of lives daily, that was his 
strongest 
recommendation 
to 
the 
board. 


Tragedy In Life In Russia. 


Julian Grabowoky began life in a 
comfortable home. 
His small, erect 
body, his quiet gravity, 
his 
careful 
Russian speech, still show his early 
breeding. 
Ten years ago his father 
was the employer of 300 men In a 
tannery In Wilna. 
Perhaps it was 
poor management that caused his fail­ 
ure. 
Julian can not swear that it 
wasn’t. 
Hut his business began to 
slump at the precise moment that it 
became whispered about the town that 
he was voting with the socialists. Aft­ 
er the elder Grabowsky had the te* 
merity to speak In public for the rad­ 
ical party his failure became swift 
and certain. 
Not only did the czar's 
government withdraw its orders, but 
the banks refused him credit. 
With­ 
in a year, in short, he was penniless. 
That isn’t an unusual story in Rus­ 
sia. 


Ivar to a musical school, where the 
youngster can train his knack of blow­ 
ing tunes ou a cornet, and Peter to a 
teacher who will improve his inborn 
craft with the piano keys. 


Worked as a Cobbler. 


While their talents were developing 
Julian was helping 
feed 
them 
by 
working as a shoemaker. 
For seven 
years he cobbled and by the end of 
the seventh ho had worked up to 
the magnificence of seven rubles a 
wjek, which is *3.50. 
With the con­ 
sent of his mother he saved a little 
out of his income this year, creatiug 
a void in the family bill of fare which 
was filled by charity. 
Early in June, 
again with the consent of his moth­ 
er and the blessings of his little broth­ 
ers, ho took the eight rubles t $4.00) he 
had abstracted and started by train 
for Li ban 
the Russian port oi de­ 
parture for America. 


Julian had never been away from 
home before, and his first and last 
emotion in Libau was homesickness. 
He had a few copecks left, but ho 
spent most of them for post cards to 
Bend home instead of food. 
Then he 
got work at the docks, first as a porter 
and then as a ship’s painter. 
He pick­ 
ed out the Kursk, which was booked 
to leave for New York the second 
week. 


His Chance at Last. 


We had painted hundreds of feet of 
the steel hull’s exterior before he was 
8Uir*moned one bright day to paint the 
railing of the upper deck. 
Then he 
was ordered to decorate the iron plat­ 
ing of the engine room. 
That order 
he regarded as nothing less than an 
intimation that he was chosen 
of 
heaven. 
For behind^ the engine room 
lay the commissary store room and be­ 
low It—two tiers below, hugging the 
furnaces, a neighbor to the stokehole 
—was the pitch-dark 
cavern 
where 
ballast of sand bags and pig iron are 
kept. 
Julian committed the walls of 
that cavern to memory through his 
finger tips during the moments 
he 
snatched away from painting the en­ 
gine room, and he* made one stealthy 
and profitable visit to the food supply 
In the store room. 1 


The morning the Kursk sailed he 
lay hidden in an improvised trench 
of sand bags, his 
provisions 
tucked 
away beneath him, touching the very 
bottom of the Kursk’s hull. 
He had 
lagged behind the night before unno­ 
ticed as the other laborers rushed to 
get their pay. 
When the final search 
for stowaways was made—as it always 
Is, on every ship leaving ports 
fre­ 
quently by the Amerlca-seeking 
emi­ 
grant—Julian made a cocoon of him­ 
self out of ballast bags. 
It was al­ 
most airless, but It was sight-proof. 
The inspector came, flashed a lantern 
above the hidden body and passed on. 
A step away the 
man 
halted. 
He 
crouched and picked up a beer bottle 
full of drinking water. 
,It was 
Ju­ 
lian’s reserve water supply, betrayed 
by the shining nickel of the stopper.,* 
The official cast his lantern over the 
darkness 
again, 
saw nothing, 
and 
placidly threw the bottle back, Final­ 
ly, an hour later, Julian Grabowsky 
was on his way to America. 


The joy that came to the boy then, 
soon died, for the meager draughts of 
air that came through the cracks In 
the partition were hot; they smelt of 
the uearby furnace. 
The heat rose 
to 80 degrees; it passed into the nine­ 
ties. 
The boy believed he could not 
ondure it, yet he did endure it for 
three days. On the third he was dis­ 
covered by the coal passers. 


A few weeks more of such hardship 
would have ended the pale young man. 
But now he is ready to go to work 
for the two young geniuses in Wilna 
and for the old mother 
who 
hates 
charity, yet must live 
on 
i t —New 
York World.

Julian (aged nineteen now) thus be­ 
came at twelve the huad of a family 
of one invalid woman and four chil­ 
dren. 
Two of them—the two 
next 
youngest 
to 
Julian—are 
geniuses. 
Their emigrant brother says so, with 
pride. 
One of his reasons for com­ 
ing to America is his desire to send

Frederick the Great was the most 
distinguished musical amateur of his 
age, and his position gave him the 
power to regulate the style of com­ 
position employed by the musicians 
of his period. 
For instance, he made 
the following rules to be followed by 
operatic composers: 
“All the prin­ 
cipal singers must have big arias and 
different in character, as an adagio 
aria, which must be very cantabile 
to show off to good advantage the 
voice and delivery of the singer; in 
de capo the artist can then display 
her art in embellishing variations; 
then there must be an allegro aria 
with brilliant passages, a gallant aria, 
a duet for the first male singer and 
the prima.donna. In these pieces the 
big forms of measure must be used 
so as to give pathos to the tragedy; 
the smaller forms of time, such as 
two-four and three-eight, are for the 
secondary roles, and for these a tem- 
pa minuetto can be written. 
There 
must be the necessary changes of 
time, but minor keys must be avoided 
in the theater, because they are too 
mournful."

MR. BEECHER AT A FUNERAL 


Rev. Dr. TWlchell of Hartford Ree.ill» 
Famous Man as He Saw Him in 
His Last Years. 


Though for a period of nearly SO 
years it was my fortune to hear him 
now and then, and occasionally to 
meet him, the last time is specially 
memorable to me, «ays a correspon­ 
dent ot the Congregationalist. It was 
about two years before his death, at 
the funeral in Ithaca, N. Y.* of the 
late Henry M. Saj^e, who had been an 
early parishioner of his in Brooklyn 
and one of his most intimate friends. 


Mr, Beecher was then seventy-two 
years old. 
I sat close beside him as 
he roee to begin the service (it was in 
a private house), and marked the 
sturdy vigor of his frame. 
No sign 
of any decay or infirmity of age was 
observable. 
He vead, from a small, 
fine print Bible and without glasses, a 
portion of the Holy Scripture, with a 
veiled but consummate art of elocu­ 
tion that delicately carried the impres­ 
sion that the words were not man’s 
words, but the breathings of a divine 
Comforter. 


In the address that followed his 
voice, soft, rich, melodious, seemed 
without the least effort on his part to 
float out on the air more like perfume 
than a voice, yet with a power that 
made every syllable he uttered clear­ 
ly audible to the hundreds of people 
that filled the house and the wide ver­ 
andas outside. There were tears in it 
first and broken tones 0$ sorrow, but 
presently he mounted up, as on wings, 
as a lark rises skyward, into the re­ 
gions of Christian victory and hope, 
taking us all with him; and sang—I 
can liken it to nothing else—a song 
of the resurrection, sweet, triumphant, 
uplifting, beyond description; thence 
passing into prayer, 
in 
which the 
strain ascended 
to 
a 
still further 
height, hovering, as it were, about 
the gates of the celestial city, com­ 
muning there with the angels of eter­ 
nal peace, till the listener forgot, for 
the time, the burden and grief of life 
and felt that Christ and the Father’s 
house alone were real. 


It was simply wonderful; and since 
I was not to see Mr. Beecher again on 
earth I am glad that it is my last 
recollection of him. 


As for himself, he, in the near ap­ 
proach of death, said to Professor 
Stowe, who told it to me, that the 
thought of getting through with this 
world was oftentimes to him like the 
waft upon his brow of a cool breeze 
on a sultry summer day—so blessed 
and cheering was his anticipation of 
the life beyond.

began. 
At 2:30 o’clock the searching par 
ty came upon the body about 100 yards 
from a railroad crossing. 
One arm and 
one leg were severed from the body, but 
the face was unscarred. 
From the posi­ 
tion of the body it is believed that she 
was fleeing from the creations of a dieor 
dered mind and tried to dash across the 
track in front of the train, when she was 
struck.

Chief Executive Favors Mod­ 
ern Road Development 


WHOLE COMMUNITY BENEFITS 


*lvery Class Hat Its Argument for 
Good Roads; and Putting Them To* 
gather They 
Form an Irresistible 
Mass of Arguments*’* —* President 
Wilson. 


Every law aiming at the improve* 
Ment of the highways of the State or 
country, has, as its fundamental force, 
the highest interests of all Me people. 
No road can be built, no 
important 
highway improved, but 
that 
every 
class of people is benefltted thereby. 
Though perhaps a different 
kind of 
benefit may accrue to each class, It is 
' aot the less true that the benefit is di­ 
rect and appreciable to each. 


Probably the most direct benefit by 
the 
improvement 
of 
Pennsylvania 
highways will accrue to the farmers. 
Although they form less 
than one- 
third of the population—32 per cent 
to be exact—their immediate and con­ 
stant use of the highways along which 
they live, and between their farms and 
the most available trading center and 
market town, makes them the most 
Immediate sufferers from bad roads, 
and gives them the most prompt relief 
when the roads are improved* 


The benefit of the improved roads 
to farmers assumes many forms. First, 
according to official figures compiled 
by the United States Government of 
llcials, a good road saves the average 
farmer $1.41 on every ton of producé 
be markets and of supplies ne brings 
home. 
In addition to this farmers 
can make a specialty of market gar­ 
den truck at three or four times the 
distance from a railroad station where 
the roads are good than where they 
are unimproved, and garden truck al­ 
ways brings good prices. 


Then, the farmer’s children can go 
to school every school day, instead of 
being obliged to remain at hopie be­ 
cause of bad roads. 
He can take his 
family to church regularly; and he can 
drive over and spend an evening with 
a neighbor. 
For five or six miles are 
less hard on animals and vehicles, and 
also on those who are riding, over a 
good hard surfaced road, than is a 
mile and a half where the roads are 
In their primitive condition. 
There 
are many other ways that the farmer 
benefits, such as the promptness with 
which the doctor can reach him in 
case of sickness or accident; in mak­ 
ing a Quick trip to town to replace a 
broken part of a machine, or for other 
needed supplies; and for getting out 
of life some of those pleasures so fre­ 
quently denied those who are isolated 
by roads not suitable for travel. 


Andv in Pennsylvania, it is not alone 
those who live along the State Roads 
that will derive the benefit. 
Official 
figures, gathered 
in 
several states, 
show that approximately 85 per cent 
of the travel goes over the main toads, 
which amount to about 15 per cent of 
all the roads in a state. 
In a region 
where the country 
is 
more or less 
hilly, and the roads follow the valleys 
of streams the proportion of the roads 
which carry so much 
of the 
total 
travel is somewhat less, probably not 
more than 1 2 per cent 
of the total 
mileage, because the local roads make 
short cuts to the main roads wherever 
possible.

part of it is over the main road, which 
in Pennsylvania is the State Road or 
the State Aid County Road. 


With roads improved with a hard 
surface, a team can haul three tons 
with more ease than it can haul one 
ton on an earth road, and with less 
wear and tear on vehicle and other 
equipment. 


There is another point which is of­ 
ten overlooked, which must appeal to 
the farmer when good roads are in 
prospect. 
Invariably, when a road is 
improved, conditions along that route 
change almost at once. 
Houses and 
barns get fresh coats of paint; tumble 
down fences are fixed up; front gates 
are made to work properly; the front 
and side porches and steps of houses 
get a few badly needed nails and per­ 
haps boards to put them in condition; 
front yards are cleaned up and trees 
trimmed; unsightly accumulations of 
broken farm macnlnery, and other ma­ 
terial is removed to the rear of the 
premises, or some other place out of 
sight, and the whole view from the 
road becomes pleasant, and indicative 
of culture, comfort and prosperity. 


In the thousands of miles of good 
roads which have been built in 
the 
United States during 
the past few 
years, there has been hardly an excep­ 
tion to this rule. 
And the prosperity 
is real—real money in the farmer's 
pockets—and that fact makes the cul­ 
ture and comfort possible. 


But the farmer has not a monopoly 
of the benefit when good roads are 
built. 
The merchant profits because 
he can ¿ell goods at any time, instead 
of having his clerks 
idle when the 
roads are bad and 
finding himself 
short handed and overworked when 
they are passable. 
-With the improve­ 
ment of the roads the custom becomes 
more general and evenly distributed, 
with greater profits and satisfaction 
to both merchant and customer. 


The doctor, the lawyer 
and

preacher find their hardships greatly

Here will meet representatives -of 
motor clubs, good roads associations, 
boards of trade, chambers 
of 
com­ 
merce, medical societies,

users. 


As far as the farmer is concerned 
there is no longer any need of argu­ 
ment as to the advantages of improv­ 
ed roads. 
He is fully aware of the 
financial and social benefits to be de­ 
rived from hard roads which can be 
traveled, regardless of weather, 3C5 
days in the year, and he thoroughly 
understands how much 
closer they 
bring him to his market 
and 
how 
much more produce he can haul even 
though he may not be familiar with 
the statistics that have been compiled 
which prove the fact. 


The farmer now owns a large and 
rapidly increasing proportion of the 
motor vehicles used in this state and 
he and thj* city motorist are a unit on 
the good road question. 


It is the city resident who needs ed­ 
ucating, who does not realize that the 
benefits of a system of Improved roads 
extend to him, even though he never 
sees the roads themselves, in the re­ 
duced cost of garden truck which will 
be the Inevitable result of the improv­ 
ed road and the cheap automobile. 


The indifference of the city resident 
who does not use a motor car is what 
is hardest to overcome in any good 
roads movement particularly such as 
the coming election. 


The matter of discussion however at 
* 
the coming convention will not be the 
necessity or advantages of improved 
roads but how we are to secure them 
in Pennsylvania while we live to enjoy 
them. 


Are we to follow the 
example of 
New York and some of the New Eng­ 
land States and Issue bonds to pay for 
their construction so that they can be 
built now, or are we to continue to de­ 
pend upon the varying and often mis­ 
erly appropriations 
made 
each two 
years by the 
Legislature which will 
always be secondary to the ever in­ 
creasing demands of our benevolent 
and educational institutions 
While the question to be decided at 
the November election is—shall the 
constitution of the state be amended 
to permit the issuing of bonds for 
highway improvement, it really spells 
shall we have improved roads in Penn­ 
sylvania now or is 
our 
splendidly 
planned system of 8 ,0 0 0 miles of state 
highways connecting all our „.county 
seats and important towns to remain 
a system on paper 
only, 
until our 
grandchildren's time. 


This must be decided at the conven­ 
tion. 
If the bond issue is endorsed 
then county committees will be form­ 
ed at once and meetings will be held 
throughout the state, 


It is an important question and one 
that should have serious considera­ 
tion. 
The popular sentiment among 
men who have made a study of the 
subject undoubtedly favors the bond 
Issue plan and in fact no argument 
worthy of consideration has been of­ 
fered against it. 


Even were the greatly exaggerated 
statements which hafe been put into 
circulation for political reasons, as to 
the Inefficiency of the present High­ 
way Department, of the 
poor work, 
lack of proper supervision 
political 
jobbery, etc., true, they would consti­ 
tute no argument against the bond is­ 
sue proposition, for no money from 
this source can be made available dur­ 
ing the present administration. 


Every one interested in getting bet­ 
ter roads in our state is urged to come 
to 
Harrisburg September 18. 
The 
farmer in particular will be made wel­ 
come for he is th* man who gets the 
most direct and the most substantial 
benefit and in this oase he gets them 
without tost to him, ao he of all men 
should put his shoulder to the wheel.

Proposing an am endm ent to section one 
of article nine of tho Constitution of 
Pennsylvania, relating to taxation. 
Section I. 
Bo It resolved by the Senate 
and House of Representatives of tho Com­ 
m onw ealth of Pennsylvania In General 
Assembly mot, T hat tho following Is pro­ 
posed fis an am endm ent to the Constitu­

OLIVE A PRIZED POSSESSION 


Besides 
Being 
Prolific 
Producer of 
Fruit, Its Wood Is Valuable for 
Furniture. 


Most people know how «good the 
olive is, both la the fruit or as oil. 
The olive in its wild state is a mere 
thorny shrub, but under cultivation It 
becomes a tree-from 20 to 40 feet high. 
The leaves aro not unlike those of a 
willow> of a dark green color on the 
upper side and whitish gray under­ 
neath. 
Thi? flowers are small 
and 
white, the fruit greenish, never larger 
than a pigeon’s egg, and generally of 
an oval shape; this fruit being pro­ 
duced In such profusion that an old 
olive tree becomes a valuable posses­ 
sion to its owner. 


The oil obtained from the fruit is 
much used as an article of food in the 
countries where it is grown, and to a 
less extent in other countries to which 
it Is exported. 


Olives gathered before they are ripe 
are pickle^, and in this condition are 
considered useful as a digestive. The 
wood of the tree takes a beautiful 
polish, and being finely grained and 
marked is much used by cabinetmak­ 
ers in the finer parts of their work. 


The olive is a native of the warmer 
temperate countries of southern Eu­ 
rope, parts of Asia and California. It* 
attains to a great age. 


Canaries in Mines. 


About fifteen years ago Dr, John 
Scott Haldane, who had studied condi­ 
tions in Cornish collieries, suggested 
that canaries could be used to ad­ 
vantage for detecting poisonous gases. 
These delicate birds are very suscept­ 
ible to Impure atmosphere, and can 
thus be used to give a warning before 
a roan feels the slightest discomfort. 


The first test of canaries in a real 
mine disaster in this country took 
place at the Cross Mountain mine ex­ 
plosion at Briceville, Tenn. 
Here the 
government rescuers, equipped with 
oxygen making machines upon their 
backs and carrying caged canaries, 
were followed by squads of unprotect­ 
ed volunteer rescuers. Thf birds were 
watched, and as long as they remained 
cheerful all was well, but when their 
wings began to droop and thoy gasped 
for breath it was known that the men 
without oxygen machines_must ven­ 
ture no further. 


The canaries drew the line of safe­ 
ty, and as a result no volunteer res­ 
cuers were exposed to the dangers of 
afterdamp.—Scientific American. 


Names That Dickens Used,

The Dickens method has been called 
up in remembrance—the suggestion of 
the shop front—the quaint name that 
could be summoned—turned

down and made into a new character.

Much

His memory went back to 500 miles

He lived over again his 
jthreo weeks' Job as stevedore in LI- 
bau. 
H e repainted the Iron sides of 
t h e Kursk, as he had done for eight 
d a y s until he had located the steam- 
er's food supply and the hiding places 
In its ballast room. 
He crouched be- 
hind his fortifications again; he heard 
the clamor of casting off; he renewed 
the shout that he had smothered when 
he felt the Iron hull

deep sea swell.

In that long m o m e n t the weariness 
of 70 hours spent In the hot d a r k n e s s 
of his cage n e a r the furnaces vanish- 
ed: a flash of impudence c a m e into his 
eyes.

Bhip's captain, "you've found me. W h a t 
a r e 
you 
going to do about 
it?" 


T h e Kurst was three days out at 
eea. 
T h e steamer had carried him a 
long way on the voyage to America. 
It looked like a triumph to Julian. 


T h e captain did about It as he had 
done with dozens of other stowaways. 
Julian Grabowsky did not know it at

On one hand lay the freedom

for Grabowsky.

other, the freedom

back to the port of LIbau, whence he 
came. 


T h e lad waited for two long weeks 
in

Ellis

land a f t e r he had told his story 
to 
the board, 
TVlce he was refused ad- 
mittance, and each time his case was 
appealed to a higher authority by the 
llussian society, which looks a f t e r its 
own In this country, with unexampled 
care, 
well knowing

w h a t 
sore 
straits 
thousands 
of Russians 
leave 
the 
fatherland. 
On 
August 
8 
the 
answer camo In one 
word: 
"Admit- 
ted." 
His mother's sister's husband's 
brother—a remote family connection, 
who knew the Grabowakys only 
by 
name—had refunded his steerage fare 
to the ICursh's purser, and 
supplied 
the necessary |25 for entrance. Grab- 
owsky left for the home of his bene- 
factor In Newark the s a m e night. 


Now that the bother that was made 
at the gateway of the Promised Land, 
about the disposition of Grubowsky's 
short body and his adventurous soul, Is 
over, r l s eyes are no longer 
frozen. 
T h e dead look came into them 
only 
when the lad heard that, a f t e r months 
of blind struggling against odds that 
became 
greater 
and 
greater 
as 
he 
went on, his fate still hung 
the 
balance. 
It was his story of 
those 
odds, which stood out as unique even 
to oillcials who untangle strange knots

Tragedy In Life In Russia. 


Julian 
Grabowoky 
began life in a 
comfortable home. 
His small, erect 
body, his quiet gravity, 
his 
careful 
Itusslan 
8pee<h, still show his 
early 
breeding. 
T t n years ago his father 
was the employer of aoo men In a 
tannery 
In 
Wilna. 
P e r h a p s 
it 
was 
poor m a n a g e m e n t that caused his fail- 
ure. 
Julian 
can 
not 
swear 
that It 
wasn't. 
Hut his business 
began 
to 
slump at the precise moment that it 
became whispered about the town that 
he was voting with the socialists. Aft- 
er the elder Grabowsky 
had 
the 
te- 
merity to speak in public for the rad- 
ical 
party 
his 
failure 
became 
swift 
and certain. 
Not only did the czar's 
government withdraw Its orders, 
but 
the banks refused him credit. 
With- 
in a year, In short, he was penniless.

Twice a f t e r that the elder Grabow- 
sky tried to commit suicide. Twice he 
was discovered and prevented. T h e s e

His eyes fill- 
ed with tears when h e related 
what 
happened a month a f t e r the last sui- 
cidal attempt. 
Grabowsky 
disappear- 
ed—unaccountably and for good.

Siberia lies con- 
veniently near to Russia, especially to 


Ivar to a musical school, where

youngster can train his knack of blow- 
ing tunes ou a cornet, and Peter to a 
teacher who will Improve his inborn 
craft with the piano keys. 


Worked as a Cobbler. 


While thoir talents were developing 
Julian 
was helping 
feed 
them 
by 
working a s a shoemaker. 
For seven 
years he cobbled and by the end of 
the 
seventh 
ho 
had 
worked 
up 
to 
the magnificence of seven 
rubles 
a 
wjek, which is >3.50. 
With the con- 
sent of his mother h e saved a liltle 
out of his Income this year, creating 
a void In the family bill of fare which 
was filled by charity. 
Early In June, 
again with the consent of his moth< 
or and the blessings of his little broth- 
era, ho took the eight rubles ($4.00) he 
had abstracted and started 
by 
train 
for LIban 
the 
Russian 
port oi 
de- 
parture for America. 


Julian had 
never been away 
from 
homo before, and 
his Hrst and 
last 
emotion in LIbau was 
homesickness. 
He had a few copecks 
left, but 
ho 
spent most of them for post cards to 
send home Instead of food. 
Then ho 
got work a t the docks, first as a porter 
and then a s a ship's painter. 
He pick- 
ed out the Kursk, which was booked 
to 
leave 
for New 
York 
the 
second 
week. 


His Chance at Last. 


We had painted hundreds of feet of 
the steel hull's exterior before he was 
Bup-'moned one bright day to paint the 
railing of tlie upper deck. 
Then 
he 
was ordered to decorate the Iron plat- 
ing of the engine room. 
T h a t order 
he regarded as nothing less than an 
intimation 
that 
he 
was 
chosen 
of 
heaven. 
For behind^ the engine room 
lay the commissary store room and be- 
low it—two tiers below, hugging the 
furnaces, a neighbor to the s t o k e h o l e 
—was tho pitch-dark 
cavern 
where 
ballast of sand bags and pig Iron are 
kept. 
Julian committed the walls of 
that cavern 
to memory 
through 
his 
finger 
tips during the m o m e n t s 
he 
snatched away from painting the en- 
gine room, and h e - m a d e one stealthy 
and profitable visit to the food supply 
in the store 
room. 


T h e morning the Kursk sailed 
he 
lay hidden In an Improvised 
trench 
of sand bags, his 
provisions 
tucked 
away beneath htm, touching the 
very 
bottom of the Kursk's hull. 
He had 
lagged behind the night before unno- 
ticed as the other laborers rushed to 
get their pay. 
When the final search 
for stowaways was made—ras it always

self out of ballast bags.

Frederick the Great was the most 
distinguished musical amateur of hia 
age, and his position gave him the 
power to regulate the style of com- 
position employed by the musicians 
of his period. 
For instance, he made 
the following rules to be followed by 
operatic composers: 
"All the prin- 
cipal singers must have big arias and 
different in character, as an adagio 
aria, which must be very 
cantabile 
to show off to good advantage 
the 
voice and delivery of the singer; in 
de capo the artist can then display 
her art in embellishing 
variations; 
then there must be an allegro aria 
with brilliant passages, a gallant aria, 
a duet for the ilrst male singer and 
the prima.donna. 
In these pieces the 
big forms of measure must be used 
so as to give pathos to the tragedy; 
the smaller forms of time, such as 
two-four and three-eight, are for the 
secondary roles, and for these a tem- 
pa minuetto can be written. 
There 
must be the necessary changes of 
time, but minor keys must be avoided 
in the theater, because they are too 
mournful."

MR. 0EECHER AT A FUNERAL 


Rtv. Dr. T^Vlchell of Hartford Rccillt 
Famous Man as He Saw Him in 
His Last Years. 


Though for a period of nearly SO 
years it was my fortune to hear him 
now and then, and occaiionally 
to 
meet him, the last time is specially 
memorable to me, says a correspon« 
dent ol the Congregationalist, 
It was 
about two years before his death, at' 
the funeral in Ithaca, N. Y,» of the 
late Henry M. Sajtre, who had been an 
early parishioner of his In Brooklyn 
and one of his most intimate friends. 


Mr, Beecher was then seventy-two 
years old. 
I sat close beside him as 
he rose to begin the service (it was In 
a 
private house), and marked 
the 
Bturdy vigor of his frame. 
No sign 
of any decay or infirmity of age was 
observable. 
He vead, from a small, 
fine print Bible and without glasses, a 
portion of the Holy Scripture, with a 
veiled but consummate art of elocu- 
tion that delicately carried the impres- 
sion that the words were not man's 
words, but the breathings of a divine 
Comforter. 


In the address that followed his 
voice, soft, rich, melodious, seemed 
without the least effort on his part to 
float out on the air more like perfume 
than a voice, yet with a power that 
made every syllable he uttered clear- 
ly audible to the hundreds of people 
that filled the house and the wide ver- 
andas outside. 
There were tears in it 
first and broken tones oft sorrow, but 
presently he mounted up. as on wings, 
as a lark rises skyward, into the re- 
gions of Christian victory and hope, 
taking us all with him; and sang—I 
can liken it to nothing else—a song 
of the resurrection, sweet, triumphant, 
uplifting, beyond description; 
thence 
passing into prayer, 
in 
Avhich the 
strain ascended 
to 
a 
still further 
height, hovering, as it Avere, about 
the gates of the celestial city, com- 
muning there with the angels of eter- 
nal peace, till the listener forgot, for 
the time, the burden and grief of life 
and felt that Christ and the Father*s 
house alone \vere real. 


It was simply wonderful; and since 
I was not to see Mr. Beecher again on 
earth I am glad that it is my last 
recollection of him. 


As for himself, he, in the near ap- 
proach of death, said to Professor 
Stowe, who told it to me. that the 
thought of getting through with this 
world was oftentimes to him like the 
waft upon his brow of a cool breeze 
on a sultry summer day—so blessed 
and cheering was his anticipation of 
the life beyond.

New Types of Destroyers, When Cer- 
tain Engines Are Developed, Will 
Possess Powers of hiideous 
Destructiveness. 


The destroyer is doomed shortly to* 
disappear, or, if you like, she will in 
future be invested with the power to 
dive. 
The types, at any rate, will be 
amalgamated. 
It is a matter of per- 
fecting the internal-combustion engine 
for marine purposes. 
Afterward the- 
submarine may attain the power of 
flying 
as well, and we shall have a 
ship possessing all the qualities of th©^ 
wild 'duck, except that of sitting on 
eggs and reproducing herself. 
This 
forecast is made by Gerard Fiennes, 
who writes of the work of the subma-r 
fine in the Pall Mall Magazine: 


"It is the darkest hour, the hour be- 
fore the dawn. 
The hostile fleet lies 
in its harbor, behind the boom and 
under the shelter of the forts.

30 boats 
will be well lost if the attempt suc- 
ceeds. 


"The boom which protects the har- 
bor mouth is made of huge baulks of 
timber, wound and wound with stout 
steel hawsers.

hulls. 
Here and there they succeed. 
A whalelike snout is thrown out of 
the water and sinks again 
forever. 
There is a whirr of wings overhead. 
The aeroplanes are up. 
Soon 
foun- 
tains of 
water are 
spouting 
from 
where their dropped bombs explode. 
But above all the din there arises a 
dull, muffled roar—a second, a third. 
Some of the battleships are hit. 
One 
torpedo which missed its mark 
de- 
stroys the caisson of the dock in which 
the flagship is lying for repairs. Worst 
of all. the fleet has lost its sense of 
security. 
It must go out and fight at 
any cost. 
W h a t the 
fireships 
were 
designed to do in the old wars, and 
seldom did. the submarine can accom- 
plish, at least, if she 
justifies 
the 
hopes of those who believe in her." 


Biflger Men Than Their Ancestors. 
Another blow to the theory of na-- 
tional degeneracy is given by the re- 
searches of Mr. Bulloch, who has writn 
ten a book on the Gordon Highlanders- 
It appears that the average height of^ 
the men who were recruited for t h e 
original regiment was very little more 
than five feet three Inches.

Every law aiming at the Improve^ 
• e n t of the highways of the SUte or 
country, lias, as Ita fundamental force, 
the highest Interests or all the people. 
No road can be built, no 
important 
highway improved, but 
tliat 
every 
class of people la benefitted thereby. 
Though perhaps a different 
kind of 
benefit may accrue to each class, it Is 
Bot the less true that the benefit is di- 
rect and appreciable to each. 


Probably the most direct benefit by 
the 
improvement 
of 
Pennsylvania 
highways will accrue to the farmers. 
Although they form less 
than one- 
third of the popuJatlon—32 per cent 
to be exact—their immediate and con- 
stant use of the highways along which 
they live, and between their farms and 
the most available trading center and 
market town, makes them the most 
immediate sufferers from bad roads, 
and gives them the most prompt relief 
when the roads are improved^ 


The benefit of the improved roads 
to farmers assumes many forms. First, 
according to official figures compiled 
by the United States Government of- 
ficials, a good road saves the average 
farmer |1,41 on every ton of producé 
be markets and of supplies ne brings 
Home. 
In addition to this farmers 
can make a specialty of market gar- 
den truck at three or four times the 
distance from a railroad station where 
the roads are good than where they 
are unimproved, and garden truck al- 
ways brings good prices. 


Then, the farmer's children can go 
to school every school day, Instead of 
being obliged to remain at hopie be- 
cause of bad roads. 
He can take his 
family to church regularly; and he can 
drive over and spend an evening with 
a neighbor. 
For five or six miles are 
less hard on animals and vehicles, and 
also on those who are riding, over a 
good hard surfaced road, than is a 
mile and a half where the roads are 
In their primitive condition. 
There 
are many other ways that the farmer 
benefits, such as the promptness with 
which the doctor can reach him in 
case of sickness or accident; In mak- 
ing a Quick trip to town to replace a 
broken part of a machine, or for other 
needed supplies; and for getting out 
of life some of those pleasures so fre- 
quently denied those who are isolated 
by roads not suitable for travel. 


Andi in Pennsylvania, it Is not alone 
those who live along the State Roads 
that will derive the benefit. 
Official 
figures, gathered 
in 
several states, 
show that approximately 85 per cent 
of the travel goes over the main foads, 
which amount to about 15 per cent of 
all the roads in a state. 
In a region 
where the country 
is 
more or less 
hilly, and the roads follow the valleys 
of streams the proportion of the roads 
which carry so much 
of 
the 
total 
travel is somewhat less, probably not 
more than 12 per cent 
of tlie total 
mileage, because the local roads make 
short cuts to the main roads wherever 
possible.

With roads improved with a hard 
surface, a team can haul three tons 
with more ease than it can haul one 
ton on an earth road, and with less 
wear and tear on vehicle and other 
equipment. 


There is another point which is of 
ten overlooked, which must appeal to 
the farmer when good roads are in 
prospect.

He is fully aware of the 
financial and social benefits to be de- 
rived from hard roads which can be 
traveled, regardless of weather, 365 
days in the year, and he thoroughly 
understands how much 
closer they 
bring him to his market 
and 
how 
much more produce he can haul even 
though he may not be familiar with 
the statistics that have been compiled 
which prove the fact. 


The farmer now owns a large and 
rapidly increasing proportion of tlie 
motor vehicles used in this state and 
he and thp city motorist are a unit on 
the good road question. 


It is the city resident who needs ed- 
ucating, who does not realize that the 
benefits of a system of 'improved roads 
extend to him, even though he never 
sees the roads themselves, in the re- 
duced cost of garden truck which will 
be the Inevitable result of the improv- 
ed road and the cheap automobile. 


The indifference of the city resident 
who does not use a motor car is what 
is hardest to overcome in any good 
roads movement particularly such as 
the coming election. 


The matter of discussion however at 
tha coming convention will not be the 
necessity or advantages of improved 
roads but how we are to secure them 
in Pennsylvania while we live to enjoy 
them. 


Are we to follow the 
example of 
New York and some of the New Eng- 
land States and issue bonds to pay for 
their construction so that they can be 
built now, or are we to continue to de- 
pend upon the varymg and often mis- 
erly appropriations

years by the

While the question to be decided at 
the November election is—shall the 
constitution of the stiite be amended 
to permit the issuing of bonds for 
highway improvement, it really spells

It is an important question and one 
that should have serious considera- 
tion. 
The popular sentiment among 
men who have made a study of the 
subject undoubtedly favors the bond 
issue plan and in fact no argument 
worthy of CQn8ider&tU)n has been of- 
fered against it. 


Even were the greatly exaggerated 
statements which hafe been put into 
circulation for political reasons, as to 
the inefficiency of the present High- 
way Department, of the 
poor work, 
Jack pf proper supervision 
political 
Jobbery, etc., true, they would consti- 
tute no argument against the bond is- 
sue proposition, for no money from 
this source can be made available dur- 
ing the present administration.

Prof. H, A. Surface, State Economic 
Zoologist, announces that he has discov- 
ered a parasite that will destroy the San 
Jose scale, an^announcemeni that means 
more to the fruit growers and tree men of 
Pennsylvania than any that has been 
made in many years, as the San Jose scale 
is a pest that has done millions of dollars 
of damajie to truit trees in this State. 
Profepeor Surface says he has discovered 
and is propagating and disseminating this 
parasite of the San Jose seals: which ie ef- 
fectively and entirely cleaning up the pest 
throughout entire counties in Pennsylva- 
nia. 
For some time he and his orchard 
inspectors have been working on this sub- 
ject. and it was not until he was certain of 
every important detail that the announce- 
ment was made. 


The State Highway Department has 
completed its plans for taking over tho 
township highways of Adams county, 
with those of the other counties of the 
State, and the various boards of township 
supervisors. The formal action takes place 
early in December, when the new board 
of supervisors begin their terms of office. 
A law permittnig this was passed by the 
Inst legislature and signed by Governor 
Tener, July 22. 
Highway Commissioner 
E. M. Biglow has establiihed a bureau of 
township highways. The State will be 
divided into districts and a district super- 
Intendent'of township highways will be 
appointed in each. 
The township super- 
visors will be answerable to this official.

Everybody pays 8 per cent, on the In- 
vestment actually made In his house 
and lot. The city's income doubles ev- 
ery five years (It is now fifteen years 
old,) and in fifty years, at this rate, it 
will have an annual income of about 
$5,000,000. 
And since it will never 
have to pay back Mr. Cadbury's gift 
of about $775,000. the city will have 
a large sum available for building oth- 
er cities like Bourneville."

Dne of the best trees we have for city 
street planting, and considered by the 
writer (at preaent) the very best. We 
ire still in our infancy, in the street 
tree question, for hone has been aufll- 
slently proven to çlve us a permanent 
opinion as to Its comparative value. 
We plant out a new tree, and after 
tour or five years' trial conclude it ia 
smlnently satisfactory. At the end of 
smother five years the same tree may 
De a wretched subject, quite unfit for 
street planting. The pepper alone has 
stood the test of time, yet city resl- 
ients do not want It, for thej^ will not 
properly plant and care for It. While 
the silver wattle should be as well 
cared for, It conducts Itself properly 
with a little less restriction than the 
pepper tree, and is really 
the 
most 
oeautlful of all acacias. 


Garden Giub'a Good Work. 


The garden club-of Minneapolis has 
Bhown how simple is the problem of 
unsightly vacant lots. L>ast summer it 
succeeded In getting sunflowers and 
other plants to grow OH nearly 
four 
miles of street front of vacant land. 
This screened the rubbish heaps from 
view. In one street the club cleared 
every unoccupied 
lot, 
and 
planted 
grass and flowers where the rubolsh 
had been. When the season closed, the 
club had under Its care a thousand va- 
cant lot gardens and eighteen thou- 
sand home gardens.—Youth's Compan- 
ion, 


Model Dwellings for the Poor.

opened in Paris the Foundation Sing- 
er Pollgnac, an apartment house for 
64 families.

large kitchen, dining room, kitchen 
and boxroom. $82. Thus all rents are 
below the $100 rate, where taxea be- 
gin. A garden coats $4 a year in ad- 
dition.

OLIVE A PRIZED POSSESSION 


Besides 
Being 
Prolific 
Producer of 
Fruit, Its Wood Is Valuable for 
Furniture. 


Most people know how 'good 
the 
olive is, both In the fruit or as oil. 
The olive in its wild state is a mere 
thorny shrub, but under cultivation it 
becomes a tree, from 20 to 40 feet Wgh. 
The leaves ar^ not unlike those of a 
willow> of a dark green color on the 
upper side and whitish gray under- 
neath. 
ThQ flowers are small 
and 
white, the fruit greenish, never larger 
than a pigeon's egg, and generally of 
an oval shape; this fruit being pro- 
duced in such profusion that an old 
olive tree becomes a valuable posses- 
sion to Its owner. 


The oil obtained from the fruit Is 
much used as an article of food in the 
countries where it is grown, and to a 
less extent in other countries to which 
it is exported. 


Olives gathered before they are ripe 
are pickleg. and in this condition are 
considered useful as a digestive. 
The 
wood of the tree takes a beautiful 
polish, and being finely grained and 
marked is much used by cabinetmak- 
ers In the finer parts of their work. 


The olive is a native of the warmer 
temperate countries of southern Eu- 
rope, parts of Asia and California. 
It- 
attains to a great age.

John 
Scott Haldane. who had studied condi- 
tions in Cornish collieries, suggested 
that canaries could be used to ad- 
vantage for detecting poisonous gases. 
These delicate birds are very suscept- 
ible to Impure atmosphere, and can 
thus be used to give a warning before 
a man feels the slightest discomfort. 


The first test of canaries in a real 
mine disaster in this country 
took 
place at the Cross Mountain mine ex- 
plosion at Brlceviile, Tenn. 
Here the 
government rescuers, equipped 
with 
oxygen making machines upon their 
backs and carrying caged 
canaries, 
were followed by squads of unprotect- 
ed volunteer rescuers. Thç birds were 
watched, and as long as they remained 
cheerful all was well, but when their 
wings began to droop and thoy gasped 
for breath it was known that the men 
without oxygen machines_must ven- 
ture no further. 


The canaries drew the line of safe- 
ty, and as a result no volunteer res- 
cuers were exposed to the dangers of 
afterdamp.—Scientific American.

Counsel For Governor William Sul- 
zer won a victory at liis impeachment 
trial in Albany, N. Y.. when Presiding 
Judge Cullen ruled out all evidence in 
connection with allegations tliat th« 
governor 
bargained with 
Assembly- 
man Patrie. of (Jreene county, for the 
passage of certain 
highway 
leglsla. 
tion. 
Judge Cullen took the ground 
that the charges were not specified in 
the articles of impeachment. 


Frederick "L. Colwell, long missing 
witness in the impeachment trial, is 
ill in a sanitarium, but is ready to 
comQ to court and testify as a witness 
for the governor, providing he is not 
placed under arrest by the board of 
managers for having previously 
re- 
fused 
to 
testify. Judge Herrlck an- 
nounced this. 


"One of counsel for the respondent," 
said Judge Herrick, "has seen Colwell. 
He is in a sanitarium and is outside 
the jurisdiction of this court. 
He Is 
under the impression that a warrant 
lias been issued for his arrest. He will 
come here and testify, provided guar- 
antee is given that he will not be ar- 
rested or molested. 
If counajd will 
give assurance of this, we will guar- 
antee to place him on the stand as a 
witness." 


Attorney Brackett, of the prosecu- 
tion, said that counsel for the manag- 
ers would take the question under ad- 
visement before giving a final answer. 


John S. Sorenson gave his business 
as "coffee importer and general ex- 
porter." He testified to handing $2500 
to th.e governor in October of last 
year. The money was In twenty-five 
$100 bills» he said. 


The witness said Mr. Crossman died 
la January, 1913. He was not cross- 
examined. 


Edward F. Dwyer, judge of the city 
court of New York, was the next wit- 
ness. He testified to having given a 
check for $100 to Sulzer on Oct. 10, 
1912. 
The 
check was indorsed by 
Boyer, Griswold & Co., brokers, 


John F. O'Brien, of /^ew York, told 
of sending Sulzer a check for $50. 


Attorney Kresel, of the prosecution, 
then switched to the governor's alleg- 
ed Wall street transactions, 
calling 
Arthur K Fuller, head of 
the 
New 
York stock exchange firm of Fuller & 
Gray. Sulzer is alleged to have invest- 
»ed campaign contributions with both 
of these firms. 


Fuller 
produced the ledger of his 
firm and turned to "account 500." 
It 
was opened, he said, Oct. 21, 1912. and 
showed 
purchase of 100 shares of 
"Big Four" on that date. No margin 
was deposited for the stock. 


"I asked my partner If we were to 
carry this stock without margin," said 
the witness. 
"He said, 'No; It's to be 


paid for.' " 


Reading further from the account, 
the witness said that 100 more shares 
of "Big Four" were bought on Oct. 22, 
and that two payments, one of $1500 
.and one of $1000 wore made on the 
same day. On Oct. 28 there wi^s paid 
$500. and on Oct. 31. $8R25 moro. this, 
with the exception of $14.25 interest, 
balancing the account. On Nov. 4, lOO 
.more shares of "Big Four" were pur- 
chased, for which $5512.50 was paid on 
Nov. 6. 


All the payments, the witness said, 
were in cash and amounted to $17,- 
337.50. 


Fuller was succeeded by Kfllngham 
B. Sutton, manager of the Brooklyn 
-office of the firm. 


"Do you know whose the account 
500 was?" asked Attorney Kresel. 


"William Sulzer's." replied 
Sutton 
Jjefore Judge HerrJck had time to en- 
ter an objection. 


The answer was, however, stricken 
.out hy Presiding Judge Cullen. on the 
ground that the witness did not have 
personal knowledge.
